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Gen. Rosecrans Explains the White 
Sulphur Springs Affair. 


Special to the N. Y. World.) 

Wasuincron. Aug. 28.—Gepn. Rosecrans 
arrived in town yesterday. and was much 
astonished at the interest telt in his move- 
ments by the public generally, as were 
those who questioned him regarding the 
public address made famous by the system- 
atic energy of correspondents who have 
published throughout the country the 
statement that it was in his possession. He 
denies having any address, statement, or 
manifesto whatever, and states that his 
visit to White Sulphur Springs was an en- 
tirely personal affair. that he was not au- 
thorized to confer with anybody by the 
Democratic party orany party; that no 
address, to his knowledge, has been pre- 

by the gentlemen at the Sprinps and 
that the general statements regarding the 
whole matter are fabrications, so_ far 
as details are concerned. He admits hav- 
ing conferences with Lee, Beauregard, and 
the others, but says he talked “railroad” 
as much as he talked “politics,” while at 
the Springs, and that no“party” can be 
held responsible fer what he did or what 
he failed to do. The probability is that 
Gen. Rosecrans, on his own responsibility, 
will authorize a statement to. be published 
regarding the general feeling of the South- 
ern ple on the present condition of af- 
fairs, and presenting certain facts hereto- 
fore misunderstood which he has been able 
to gather from his interview with the lead- 
ing Southern men whom he saw.

WasHINGTon, August 28.—General Rose- 
crans returned to Washington this even- 
ing and resumed his quarters at Willard’s 
Hotel.

acted in conformity with the advice of 


friends after consultation with them. the 
visit was of his own conception and un- 
dertaken for his own personal satisfaction, 
to ascertain from representative men of the 
South whether there were any obstacles in 


the way of peace between that section of 


the country and the North. 

He was satisfied that the power which 
organized and sustained the Confederacy 
for four years against the yvigantic efforts 


of the United States Governmant to sup-| 


— the rebellion, could exercise great in- 
uence in restoring peace and stability 
every where, and at the same time promote 
all the material interests of the country. 
He was received by General Lee and other 
prominent Southern soldiers with marked 
cordiality. In all their personal coversa- 
tions they were frank and unreserved and 
their conyersations were mainly with ref- 
erence to advancing the common interests, 
irrespective of the causes which for atime 
divided the North and the South, and re- 
sulted in the Reconstructi»n acts of Con- 
gress. General Kosecrans says that his 
Visit was satisfactory, and that the temper 
and tone of those Southerners was worthy 
of patriotic appreciation, and that there 
is no authority tor the statements that he 
intends to issue an address signed by those 
with whom he has been in conference.
